Ceitainly a 
huge percentage of this staggering sum 
is meade out in favor of wives Certainly 
life insurance if a boom to wives-—or, 
rather, to widows; one big company 
features. in its advertising, a marricad 
woman's grateful letter—‘I wish you 
would make all husbands carry large 
policies,” ‘ 

Yet, and raising no question of the 
splendid safeguard such policies are, 
there is a,new sort of life insurance 
which ts also a protection for an in- 
creasing number of wives., They are 
the women With jobs outside the home, 
by which they can support themselves 
if their. husbands are removed by act 
of God—or of the divorce court. Among 
the advantages) of being,-a fifty-fifty 
wife should be listed the comforting 
conviction that you won't be a burden 
en your family ‘or ‘on the community 


if anything happens to your husband’ 


and you are not a recipient either of 
some portion of the country’s $200,000,- 
690,000 in.
